Los Angeles 4 
Adds Hollywood and San 
Pedro Institutions 


As a result of a decision just made 
by the Los Angeles Clearinghouse 
Association to include Hollywood and 
San Pedro clearings in the Los An- 
geles city total, approximately $500,- 
000,000 will be added to the aggre- 
gate of bank clearings in this city 
during the next year on the basis 
of present volume and exclusive of 
any increase in transactions. | 

Because of the large ares within 
the city limits of Los Angeles, three 
clearinghouse associations are func- 
tioning as separate organizations. The 
Los Angeles association handles all 
check transactions in the downtown 
district and outlying territory, with 
the exception of the districts served 
by the Hollywood and San Pedro 
associations. 

In the past, only transactions of 
member banks of the Los Angeles 
clearinghouse have been included in 
the total of bank clearings published 
Gaily in Los Angeles newspapers. 

Since the Ist inst, the Hollywood
